Conditions sare unchanged on 
the four major fronts in the bat- 
tle line but heavy fighting still con- 
tinues near Smolensk, where the 
Red Army continues to block the 
Nazi path to Moscow.

FOR WAR 
DISABLED 


Some £37,000,000 will 
be spent this year by the 
Ministry of Pensions on 


cases arising out of the “ 


last war. 

Thus stated the Minister of 
Pensions in the Commons on 
Thursday when he revealed there 
are upproximately 818,000 pen- 
sioners and dependents from the 
war of 1914/18 and still a number 
of claims were being received 
relating to disabilities arising out 
of war service. 

Sir Walter Wormersiey spoke vf 
the patriotic spirit shown by pen- 
sioners, some 446 of whom = had 
relinquished their pensions as a 
contribution to the war effort 
while others had lent their pen- 
sions to Government free of in- 
terest. 

Regarding the present war he 
said he had made 200 awards 19 
members of the Home Guard in- 
jured on duty and 72,000 injury 
allowances had been made in 
cases of civilians injured in air 
raids, About 10,000 civilian pen- 
sions had been granted in respect 
of death, 8,000 being widows’ pen- 
sions.

the ‘‘V.” He will know, 
still according to the 
Nazis, that this ominous 
sound is an expression of

To be sure, the average 
German, who has _ been 
besought for years to 
purify his speech of all 
non-Teutonic elements, | 
may be a little startled to 
discover that his victory 
has turned to Latin in his 
mouth. He may even 
notice a faint flavour of 
dust, of the deceptive 
Dead Sea fruit, in the

PINNING HIM DOWN 


Potential U.S. Bases 


The recent American occupa- 
tion of Iceland may lead even- 
tually to vccupation of other out- 
lying sites or strategic points 
dominating the sea approaches 
to the western bemisphere and to 
the continents of Europe and 
Africa, 


In addition to bases in the Bri- 
tish Isles that would be indispen- 
sable in case of a “shooting war" 
against Germany, such sites in- 
clude the “bulge” of Brazil; the 
Azores, Cape Verde and Madeira 
(Islands, belonging to Portugal, 
the Canary Islands, belonging to 
Spain, and the shoulder of Africa. 


Of these, the base site on the 
shoulder of Brazil is far the most 
important, since it serves the pur- 
pose of pure hemisphere deience 
and also would be extremely use- 
ful in the conduct of a “shooting” 
war with Germany, If hemis- 
phere defence is to be made a 
viable policy, a base site in’ this 
area is essential, 

Pernambuco, Brazil, combines 
the advantages of — strategical 
position on the extreme eastern 
shoulder of South America with 
tairly good port facilities, which 
include 3,000 feet of deep-water 
quayage.

The: Situation Of Dakar

from more than 1,200,000 individuals, have been re- 
ceived by the British War Relief Society, Inc., it 
was announced by Winthrop W. Aldrich, president 


of the organisation, at its 
New York. He said that 


national headquarters in 
$10,000,000 had been re- 


ceived in cash, while the rest was in clothing, shoes 
and other goods needed for civilian relief in Great 


Britain. 
Mr. Aldrich reported 


that more than 95 per 


cent. of all of the material shipped by the society 


The operating expenses of the 
society, which is the largest or- 
ganisation functioning in the’ 
United States solely for the 
relief of civilians in Great Bri- 
tain, were said by Mr. Aldrich to 
have been 6.1 per cent. of the 
total received, or 7.5 per cent. 
of the cash contributions. These 
figures were based on an analysis 
of expenses and income from the 
founding of the © society in 
December, 1939, through April, 
1941. 

Mr. Aldrich said that = more 
., than $7,000,000 in cash, supplies 
‘purchased here and such items 
jas bandages, knitted garments and 
{other clothing received in kind 
had been shipped to the British 
Isles by the society before June 
Fd, 


Raid Victims Aided 


The society was said to 
had $1,900,000 in cash on hand 
on July 1, against which there 
were commitments of more than 
$1,000,000. 

Much of the money expend- 
ed by the society has been for 
relief of civilians injured or 
made homeless by air raids. 
Mr. Aldrich sald that $1,250,000 
had been gpent by the organi- 
sation for 700 mobile feeding 
kitchens, supplies for them and 
maintenance. 

The American Ambulance. 
Great Britain, which has cared 
for 75,000 injured persons in 
its 300 unjts, has received $207,000 
from the society. Another $300,- 
000 of the organisation's funds 
the 
American Committee for Air 
Raid Relief, a groun of American 
business men in London. This 
committee now operates eight- 
een convoys, known as Queen's 
Messengers. Civilians are fed by 
them after bombing attacks, 

Mr. Aldrich said that one of 
the main functions of the society 
was its care of sick, homeless 
and orphaned children. The 
society has financed the con- 
struction of 100 children’s hostels; 
fifty boys’ and girls’ shelter 
clubs; numerous small homes for 
orphaned children less than five 
years old, and five recreation 
huts, and has contributed ~ more 
than $40,000 for the treatment of 
youngsters suffering from bomb 
shock. 


Funds Given To 
Hospitals 


Mr. Aldrich said that at least 
{$1, 000,000 had been given to the 
{ British Hospitals Association, the 
Scottish Red Cross, the British 
Red Cross and_ the Central 
Hospital Supply Service. These 
items included cash, X-ray equip- 
ment, surgical instruments, 5,100 
cots and supplies ‘for 10,000 hos- 
pital beds. -

that they can sleep in safety if the industrial towns 
where they work are blitzed.

This plan has been devised by the Minister of 


Labour and his advisers. 


The site of one village has al-[ 


ready been chosen in the North of 
England and architects and build- 
ers are at work on the plans. 

The Government estimates that 
the average population for these 
mushroom villages will be about 
5,000, but vary according to the 
number of workers in the parti- 
cular factory served by the vil- 
lage, 

Even the lay-out is designed for 
sufety. 

Four-roomed cottages will be 
built) in a ciecle round an old- 
fashioned village green. But they 
will not be evenly spuced. 

Some wil have long gardens 
at the back, some at the side or 
In front, so that a bomb falling 
in the neighbourhood could not 
demolish more than ono cot: 
tage.

A more cautious policy 
jis likely to be adopted by 
the Prison Commissioners 
in releasing offenders 
‘from Borstal institutions 
before the completion of 


: ee f 
their periods of detention. 
| This change of policy is expect- 
ed to follow the consideration now 
being given by the Home Secre- 
tary, Mr. Herbert Morrison, — to 
complaints by judges and magis- 
trates at the reappearance in thei 
courts of youths who would nor- 
mally still be in an institution. 

The detention periods usually 
recommended by the courts are 
two or three years. But the Pri- 
son Commissioners were empow- 
ered by the Prevention of Crime 
Act, 1908. to grant releases on 
licence after six months to youths 
and after three months to young 
women, if satisfied that ‘there was 
a-reasonable probability that they 
would abstain from crime and 
lead useful lives. 

A Defence Regulation, passed 
since the war, has enlarged, the 
powers of the Commissioners by 
removing the time limit. 

After the outbreak of war 1,677 
youths and 118 young women 
were released on licence from 
Borstal institutions. 

Since then offenders have been 
released after detention for per- 
iods of less than a year when they 
appeared’ to quality. This has 
been due. to difficulties of accom- 
modation and staffing.
